WASHINGTON (AP) — The 

U.S. Navy is preparing ta 
sail a warship near artificial 
islands built by China in the 
South China Sea in a long- 
anticipated challenge to 
what it considers Beijing’s 
“excessive claim” of sover¬ 
eignty in those waters, two 
U.S. officials said Monday. 
The officials said the White 
House approved the move¬ 
ment by the USS Lassen, a 
guided missile destroyer, 
around the Spratly Islands 
archipelago, a disputed 
group of hundreds of reefs, 
islets, atolls and islands in 
the South China. 

The move is expected to 
take place within a day or 
so. 

The officials spoke on con¬ 
dition of anonymity be¬ 
cause they were not autho¬ 
rized to discuss the matter 
in advance of the Lassen’s 
movement. 

A Pentagon spokesman. 
Navy Cmdr. Bill Urban, de¬ 
clined tc ccmment. 

The Obama administration 
has long said it will exercise 
a right to freedom of navi¬ 
gation in any international 
waters, including in the 
South China Sea. The point 
of sailing a U.S. ship within 
12 nautical miles at any at 
the artificial islands created 


by China would be to dem¬ 
onstrate the U.S. assertion 
that they are not sovereign 
Chinese territory. 

“Make no mistake, the Unit¬ 
ed States will fly, sail and 
aperate wherever interna¬ 
tional law allaws, as we do 
around the world, and the 
South China Sea is not and 
will not be an exception,” 
Defense Secretary Ash 
Carter said on Oct. 13. 
“We'll do that at times and 
places of our choosing,” 
Carter said. “And there's no 
exception to that, whether 
it’s the Arctic or the sea 
lanes that fuel international 
cammerce widely araund 
the world, or the South Chi¬ 
na Sea.” 

State Department spokes¬ 
man John Kirby said Mon¬ 
day the U.S. would not be 
required to consult with 
other nations if it decided 
to conduct freedom of 
navigation operations in 
international waters any¬ 
where on the globe. 

“The whole point of free¬ 
dom of navigation in inter¬ 
national waters is that it's 
international waters. You 
don’t need to consult with 
anybody. That’s the idea,” 
Kirby said. He referred 
questions about specific 
Navy ship mavements to 
the Pentagon. 

China’s assertive behaviar 


in the South China Sea has 
become an increasingly 
sore point in relations with 
the United States, even as 
President Barack Obama 
and China’s President Xi 
Jinping have saught ta 
deepen cooperatian in 
other areas, such as cli¬ 
mate change. 


China claims virtually all of 
the South China Sea. The 
Philippines and other coun¬ 
tries that have territorial dis¬ 
putes with China in the busy 
sea have been particularly 
cancerned by China’s re¬ 
cent land reclamatian 
prajects that have turned 
a number at previously sub¬ 


merged reefs in the Spratly 
archipelago into artificial 
islands with runways and 
wharves.

5 Britons killed after whale boat sinks off Vancouver Island

VANCOUVER, British Co¬ 
lumbia (AP) — Five Brit¬ 
ish nationals died when a 
whole watching boot with 
27 people on board sank 
off Vancouver Island, the 
British Foreign Minister said 
Monday. One person was 
missing and the rest were 
rescued, some by mem¬ 
bers of the local aboriginal 
community who rushed to 
help. The cause of the sink¬ 
ing remained a mystery. 
The boat made a mayday 
call late Sunday afternoon 
on a calm, clear and sun¬ 
ny day off Tofino, a popu¬ 
lar destination for whale 
watchers, the Joint Rescue 
Coordination Centre said. 
Government investigators 
were not expected to ar¬ 


rive until Monday afternoon 
in Tofino, a remote commu¬ 
nity of about 2,000 people 
at the very tip of a penin¬ 
sula some 200 miles (320 
kilometers) northwest of 
Victoria, the capital of Brit¬ 
ish Columbia. Jamie Bray, 
the owner of the company 
that operates the boat, 
said he is cooperating with 
investigators to determine 
what happened. 

British Foreign Secretary 
Philip Hammond confirmed 
in a statement that the five 
killed were U.K. nationals. 
He said consular officials in 
British Columbia were sup¬ 
porting family members of 
those who died. 

“My thoughts are with the 
family and friends of all 
those affected by this ter¬ 
rible accident,” Hammond 
said. 


Barbara McLintock, a coro¬ 
ner’s spokeswoman, said 
four men and one woman 
died and their ages ranged 
from 18 to 76. She said two 


of them were residents 
of Canada. Their names 
were not released. 

The Royal Canadian 
Mounted Police sent an un¬ 


derwater recovery team to 
search for the missing per¬ 
son, with assistance from 
the Coast Guard and local 
search and rescue person¬ 
nel. 

The other 21 people 
aboard the boat were res¬ 
cued Sunday. 

Boats from the nearby 
Ahoushat First Nation ar¬ 
rived first on the scene, said 
aboriginal Councilor Tom 
Campbell. He was on the 
waterfront and watched 
as rescuers brought several 
survivors ashore. He said his 
cousin pulled at least eight 
people from the cold wa¬ 
ter onto a boat. 

“Their looks tell the whole 
story,” he said by phone 
from Tofino. “You can’t de¬ 
scribe looks on people that 
are lost. They look totally 
lost — shocked and lost. ”□ 
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Indonesia’s Leader Says Country to Join Trade Pact

WASHINGTON (AP) — In¬ 
donesia’s leader looked to 
cement his nation's grow¬ 
ing ties with the United 
States, declaring after a 
meeting Monday with Pres¬ 
ident Barack Obama that 
Southeast Asia's largest 
economy intended to join 
a sweeping U.S.-backed 
Pacific Rim trade deal. 
Indonesian President Joko 
Widodo is making his first 


Washington visit since win¬ 
ning power a year ago, 
and is keen to drum up 
American investment in 
a flagging economy. U.S. 
companies complain that 
economic protectionism 
makes it difficult to do busi¬ 
ness there. 

“Indonesia intends to join 
the TPP," Widodo said in 
the Oval Office, referring 
fo fhe Trans-Pacific Parfner- 
ship. He provided no ofher 
details, but described the 


Indonesian economy as 
open. 

Obama said Widodo was 
leading Indonesia in the 
“right direction." 

“We want to be a partner 
with you,” he said. 
Indonesia had previously 
expressed interest in joining 
TPP but this is the strongest 
indication yet that it is seri¬ 
ous about joining the pact, 
which the U.S. has negoti¬ 
ated with 11 other nations. 
Once the pact is ratified 


and takes effect — a pro¬ 
cess that could take a cou¬ 
ple of years — it would cut 
tariffs and streamline trade 
rules among nations that 
account tor 40 percent of 
global GDP. 

It could prove a tough sell 
in Indonesia, where Wido¬ 
do faces sfiff opposifion 
to liberalizing the econo¬ 
my. According the World 
Bank's 2015 Ease of Doing 
Business rankings, Indone¬ 
sia was 172nd out of 189 
economies in the area of 
contract entorcement. 
Speaking at a separate 
torum Monday, U.S. Trade 
Representative Michael 
Froman said the U.S. has 
had “serious concerns" 
about investment barriers in 
Indonesia. He did not spe¬ 
cifically address the pros¬ 
pect of Indonesia joining 
TPP, buf said “other coun¬ 
tries who are able and will¬ 
ing to meet its standards, 
can potentially accede.” 
Obama and Widodo also 
discussed climate change 
and counterterrorism 

against groups like the Is¬ 
lamic State. Indonesia is 
the world's largest Muslim- 
majority nation and largely 
moderate. 

Another agenda item was 
maritime security coopera¬ 
tion, Obama said, alluding 


to tensions in the South Chi¬ 
na Sea, where U.S. officials 
say a Navy ship is about to 
sail inside what China con¬ 
siders its territorial waters 
around the disputed Sprat¬ 
ly Islands. China has built 
artificial islands in the area 
to bolster its sovereignty 
claim. 

In a joint statement, the 
two presidents called for 
all parfies to refrain from 
actions that raise tensions, 
but did not mention China 
by name. They affirmed the 
importance of freedom of 
navigation and overflight. 
Indonesia balances its rela¬ 
tions between the U.S. and 
China — which is an even 
more important source of 
frade and invesfmenf than 
America. Indonesia is not a 
claimant in the South Chi¬ 
na Sea, but is concerned 
about China’s expansive 
maritime claims that may 
infringe on the territorial 
waters of the Natuna is¬ 
lands that is part of the In¬ 
donesian archipelago. 
Widodo has put little focus 
on foreign relations since he 
won election last year on a 
wave of popular supporf. 
His visif, which began Sun¬ 
day, is a chance to build a 
rapport with Obama, who 
spent part ot his childhood 
in Indonesia. a 


Ex-UN General Assembly head charged in bribe case Is freed

NEW YORK (AP) — A for¬ 
mer president of fhe United 
Nations General Assembly 
facing tax charges in a 
bribery case was released 
Monday on $1 million bail 
even as a prosecutor said 
it was likely he will face ad¬ 


ditional charges. 

John Ashe, 61, was freed 
at dusk after an electronic 
bracelet was attached 
and the last of four co-sign- 
ers to his bail package was 
approved. 

He declined to comment 
as he left Manhattan fed¬ 
eral court. 


Earlier in the day. Assis¬ 
tant U.S. Attorney Janis 
Echenberg told Judge Ver¬ 
non S. Broderick that pros¬ 
ecutors were “rather likely" 
to bring additional charges 
against Ashe, a former U.N. 
ambassador from Anfigua 
and Barbuda who served 
for a year in the largely cer¬ 


emonial role ot U.N. Gener¬ 
al Assembly president until 
September 2014. So tar, he 
faces only fax counts that 
carry a maximum penalty 
of six years in prison.

WASHINGTON (AP) — 

House Speaker John Boeh¬ 
ner is pushing to finalize 
a far-reaching, two-year 
budget agreement with 
President Barack Obama 
before handing Congress’ 
top job over to Rep. Paul 
Ryan this week, congressio¬ 
nal officials said Monday. 
The budget pact, in con¬ 
cert with a must-pass in¬ 
crease in the federal bor¬ 
rowing limit, would solve 
the thorniest issues await¬ 
ing Ryan, who is set to be 
elected speaker on Thurs¬ 
day. The position is the 
hightest in Congress and 
the second in line of suc¬ 
cession to the president. 
The budget pact would 
also take budget show¬ 
downs and government 
shutdown fights off the 
table until after the 2016 
presidential election, a po¬ 
tential boon to Republican 
candidates who might oth¬ 
erwise face uncomfortable 
questions about messes in 
the Republican-led Con¬ 
gress. Congress must raise 
the federal borrowing limit 
by Nov. 3 or risk a first-ever 
default, while money to 
pay for government opera¬ 
tions runs out Dec. 11 unless 
Congress acts. The emerg¬ 
ing framework would give 
both the Pentagon and 
domestic agencies two 
years of budget relief in ex¬ 
change for cuts elsewhere 
in the budget. 

The measure under discus¬ 
sion would suspend the 
current $18.1 trillion debt 
limit through March 2017. 
After that it would be re¬ 
set by the Treasury Depart¬ 
ment to reflect borrowing 
over that time. 

The emerging budget side 
of the deal resembles a 
pact that Ryan himself put 
together two years ago in 
concert with Democrat¬ 
ic Sen. Patty Murray that 
eased automatic spend¬ 


ing cuts for the 2014-2015 
budget years. A lot of 
conservatives disliked the 
measure and many on the 
Repubicans’ right flank are 
likely to oppose the new 
one, which would apply 
to the 2016-2017 budget 
years. 

The closely-held talks had 
appeared to be proceed¬ 
ing slowly but took on ur¬ 
gency over the weekend 
as House Republican lead¬ 
ers looked ahead to a debt 
limit vote this week that 
they feared they might not 
be able to pass as a stand¬ 
alone measure. 

“Fiscal negotiations are on¬ 
going," Republican Majori¬ 
ty Leader Mitch McConnell 
said as he opened the Sen¬ 
ate on Monday afternoon. 
“As the details come in and 
especially if an agreement 
is reached, I intend to con¬ 
sult and discuss the details 
with our colleagues.” 
Negotiators hoped to of¬ 
ficially file the legislation 
Monday night, but it’s not 
clear whether they’ll meet 
the goal. House Republi¬ 
can leaders announced a 
closed-door meeting Mon¬ 
day night to gauge support 
among rank and file. 

Party defense hawks are 
a driving force, intent on 
reversing automatic bud¬ 
get cuts. Democrats and 
the White House are press¬ 
ing hard as well, demand¬ 
ing increases for domestic 
agencies on par with any 
Pentagon hikes. The mea¬ 
sure is aimed at undoing 
the automatic cuts, which 
are a byproduct of a 2011 
budget and debt deal and 
the failure of Washington 
to subsequently tackle the 
government’s fiscal woes. 
“It is past time that we do 
away with the harmful, 
draconian sequester cuts," 
said Democratic Senate 
Minority Leader Harry Reid. 
“We must also ensure that 


there are equal defense 
and nondefense increas¬ 
es." At the White House, 
press secretary Josh Ear¬ 
nest said: “Not everything 
has been agreed to. That 
means nothing at this point 
has been agreed to.”

NEWARK, New Jersey (AP) 

— Republican front-runner 
Donald Trump is widely 
unpopular among the na¬ 
tion’s Hispanics, a new AP- 
GfK poll finds, challenging 
the billionaire’s oft-repeat¬ 
ed assertion that he will win 
the Hispanic vote if he be¬ 
comes his party’s nominee. 
The survey finds many of 
the Republican candidates 
running for president would 
probably struggle to win 
significant support among 
Hispanics in a general elec¬ 
tion. Former Florida Gov. 
Jeb Bush and U.S. senator 
from Florida Marco Rubio 
are their favorites, but even 
they are a hard sell, the poll 
suggests. 


Obama wants roughly $74 
billion in additional defense 
and nondefense spend¬ 
ing this year.

Even so, most in the field 
are unknown to enough 
Hispanics that they might 
have a shot at proving 
themselves. 

That’s a particular struggle 
for Trump, who began his 
campaign for president by 
calling some immigrants 
from Mexico rapists and 
has vowed to deport all 
of the estimated 11 million 
people living in the coun¬ 
try illegally if he is elected 
president. 

Trump is viewed unfavor¬ 
ably by 72 percent of His¬ 
panics, with 6 in 10 having 
a very unfavorable opin¬ 
ion of him, the AP-GfK poll 
finds. Only 11 percent view 
him favorably.

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WHO links hot dogs, other processed meat to cancer

— Bacon, hot dogs and 
cold cuts ore under fire: The 
World Health Organization 
threw its global weight be¬ 
hind years of experts’ warn¬ 
ings and declared Monday 
that processed meats raise 
the risk of colon and stom¬ 
ach cancer and that red 
meat is probably harmful, 
too. 

Meat producers are angry, 
vegetarians are feeling vin¬ 
dicated, and cancer ex¬ 
perts are welcoming the 
most comprehensive pro¬ 
nouncement yet on the re¬ 
lation between our modern 
meat-eating lifestyles and 
cancer. 

The WHO’s International 
Agency for Research on 
Cancer in Lyon, France, 
analyzed decades of re¬ 
search and for the first time 
put processed meats in the 
same danger category as 
smoking or asbestos. That 
doesn’t mean salami is as 
bad as cigarettes, only that 
there’s a confirmed link to 
cancer. And even then, 
the risk is small. 

The results aren’t that 
shocking in the U.S., where 
many parents fret over 
chemicals in cured meats 
and the American Cancer 
Society has long cautioned 
against eating too much 
steak and deli. 

But the U.N. agency’s find¬ 
ings could shake up public 
health attitudes elsewhere, 
such as European countries 


where sausages are sa¬ 
vored and smoked ham is 
a national delicacy. 

And they could hurt the 
American meat industry, 
which is arguing vigorously 
against linking their prod¬ 
ucts with cancer, contend¬ 
ing that the disease in¬ 
volves a number of lifestyle 
and environmental factors. 
While U.S. rates of colon 
cancer have been declin¬ 
ing, it is the No. 2 cancer for 
women worldwide and No. 
3 for men, according to the 
WHO. A group of 22 scien¬ 
tists from the lARC evalu¬ 
ated more than 800 stud¬ 


ies from several continents 
about meat and cancer. 
The studies looked at more 
than a dozen types of can¬ 
cer in populations with di¬ 
verse diets over the past 20 
years. Based on that analy¬ 
sis, the lARC classified pro¬ 
cessed meat as “carcino¬ 
genic to humans," noting 
links in particular to colon 
cancer. It said red meat 
contains some important 
nutrients, but still labeled it 
“probably carcinogenic,” 
with links to colon, prostate 
and pancreatic cancers. 
The agency made no spe¬ 
cific dietary recommen¬ 


dations and said it did not 
have enough data to de¬ 
fine how much processed 
meat is too dangerous. But 
it said the risk rises with the 
amount consumed. 

An analysis of 10 of the 
studies suggested that a 50- 
gram portion of processed 
meat daily — or about 1.75 
ounces — increases the risk 
of colorectal cancer over 
a lifetime by about 18 per¬ 
cent. An ounce and three- 
quarters is roughly equiva¬ 
lent to a hot dog or a few 
slices of bologna, though it 
depends on how thinly it is 
sliced.Q 


Hot dog makers, meat sellers shake off WHO report

NEW YORK (AP) — Hot dog 

makers and meat sellers 
say a report from the World 
Health Organization label¬ 
ing wieners, bacon and 
other processed meats as 
cancer-causers is baloney. 
WHO said Monday that 
processed meats raised 
the risk of colon, stomach 
and other cancers. It also 
said red meat probably 
contributes to the disease, 
too. 

Meat eaters at a New York 
food court mostly shrugged 
off the report Monday. 
And Wall Street investors 


seemed to do the same, 
with shares of meat pro¬ 
ducers little changed. 

The North American Meat 
Institute, which represents 
meat producers, said the 
report was “alarmist." 
“Classifying red and pro¬ 
cessed meat as cancer 
‘hazards’ defies both com¬ 
mon sense and numerous 
studies showing no corre¬ 
lation between meat and 
cancer,” the association 
said in a statement. 

Hormel Foods, which sells 
Spam, sliced bacon and 
canned chili, said the report 
“did not look at the bene¬ 
fits of meat consumption,” 


which it cited as including 
“important nutrients” and 
“high quality proteins.” 

But Hormel may also be pre¬ 
paring for a shift in consum¬ 
ers eating less processed 
foods. Earlier this year it 
paid $775 million to buy 
Applegate Farms, which 
sells organic deli meats, 
hot dogs and bacon, and 
doesn’t useantibiotics, hor¬ 
mones, artificial ingredients 
or chemical preservatives. 
Shares of Hormel Foods 
Corp. fell 1 percent Mon¬ 
day, as did shares of Kraft 
Heinz Co., which makes 
Oscar Mayer hot dogs. 
Shares of Tyson Foods Inc., 


the maker of Ball Park hot 
dogs, Jimmy Dean sausage 
and Hillshire Farm ham, fell 
nearly 5 percent, but that 
was attributed more to a 
research report from a JPM- 
organ Chase analyst that 
said Tyson is losing market 
share to competitors. 
Whether Americans will 
stay away from hot dogs, 
bacon and other meaty 
treats remains to be seen. 
Visitors at a food court in 
New York’s Penn Station, 
which houses a Nathan’s 
Famous hot dog restau¬ 
rant, mostly said the WHO 
report won’t change what 
they eat.Q

— The University of Missis¬ 
sippi quietly took down 
the state flag on Monday, 
heeding the calls of those 
who say its divisive Con¬ 
federate battle emblem is 
harming the school’s future 
in an age of diversity. 
Interim Chancellor Mor¬ 
ris Stocks waited until the 
flag was gone before an¬ 
nouncing he had ordered 
it taken down and sent to 
the university’s archives. 
Campus police officers 
furled it from the flagpole 
where it flew under the U.S. 
flag, between the white- 
columned main admin¬ 
istration building and a 
marble statue of a saluting 
Confederate soldier. 

Days earlier, the student 
and faculty senates voted 
to urge its removal from the 
Oxford campus, a bastion 
for Southern elites since its 
founding in 1848. A group 
of university leaders then 
met Sunday night and 
agreed to take it down. 
“Because the flag remains 
Mississippi’s official banner, 
this was a hard decision. I 
understand the flag repre¬ 
sents tradition and honor 
to some. But to others, 
the flag means that some 
members of the Ole Miss 
family are not welcomed 
or valued,” Stock’s state¬ 
ment said. 

What became a lasting 
symbol of the rebel South 
and is now known as the 
“Confederate flag” or 
“rebel flag” is the rectan¬ 
gular version of the Con¬ 
federate Army battle flag 

— a star-studded blue 
‘X’ overlaying a red field. 
This version was flown by 
various Confederate Army 
units, including the big¬ 
gest, Gen. Robert E. Lee’s 
Army of Northern Virginia. 
The flag is used to honor 
Confederate war dead 
and is embraced by many 
white Southerners who say 
it symbolizes Southern and 
ancestral pride. Parts of its 
design were incorporated 
into the state flag of South 
Carolina. □

American new home sales fall sharply in September

WASHINGTON (AP) — Sales 
of new homes plunged 
sharply in September to the 
slowest pace in 10 months, 
as higher prices and slower 
overall economic growth 
weigh on the housing 
market. The Commerce 
Department said Mon¬ 
day that new-home sales 
slumped 11.5 percent last 
month to a seasonally 
adjusted annual rate of 
468,000, the lowest level 
since November of 2014. 
September’s drop ended a 
two-month streak of accel¬ 
erating sales. Americans’ 
zeal for newly built homes 
took off this year — yet 
now appears close to hav¬ 
ing topped out. Solid hiring 
over the past three years 
has improved many fam¬ 
ily balance sheets, while 
rising home prices has re¬ 
turned equity to current 
homeowners now seeking 
to upgrade to new residen¬ 
tial developments. Sales of 
new homes have soared 
17.6 percent during the first 
nine months of 2015. 

But global pressures be¬ 


gan to exert a downward 
pull on economic growth 
in recent months. Those 
pressures could be spread 
to the housing market if 
the drop in sales of new 
homes leads to a decline 
in construction. “A stron¬ 
ger pace of sales will need 
to be seen for the recent 
stronger pace of single¬ 
family housing starts to be 
sustained,” said Ted Wiese- 
man, an economist at Mor¬ 
gan Stanley. 

Job gains slowed in Sep¬ 
tember, while profit mar¬ 
gins for many of the largest 
U.S. businesses with a global 
footprint stopped growing. 
The stronger dollar has pun¬ 
ished exports abroad and 
cheaper oil prices have 
forced energy firms to cut 
workers and slash orders for 
pipeline and equipment. 
The slowdown has yet to hit 
sales of existing homes as 
drastically, but the Septem¬ 
ber pullback in newly built 
properties was severe. 
Purchases of new homes 
slid in the Midwest, South 
and West, but plummeted 
a stiff 61.8 percent in the 
Northeast. 


Prices have climbed sharp¬ 
ly as well, making new con¬ 
struction less affordable 
for would-be buyers. The 
median new-home sales 
price has jumped 13.5 per¬ 
cent from a year ago to 
$296,900. 

The housing market has ad¬ 


vanced from the depths 
of the Great Recession, 
although it has yet to fully 
recover from the bursting 
of the housing bubble and 
the 2008 financial crisis. 
Sales of new homes remain 
below the 52-year historic 
average of 655,200.

United Auto Workers, General Motors reach contract agreement

DETROIT (AP) — The United 
Auto Workers union and 
General Motors Co. have 
reached a tentative agree¬ 
ment on a new four-year 
contract, avoiding a strike 
for now. 

The UAW said the agree¬ 
ment was reached at 
11:43 p.m. Sunday, 16 min¬ 
utes before the deadline it 
had set to either reach an 
agreement or call a strike 
at GM’s U.S. plants. 

Details of the proposed 
contract weren’t immedi¬ 


ately available. The UAW 
said local union leaders 
will meet Wednesday in 
Detroit to vote on the ten¬ 
tative agreement. If they 
approve it, GM’s U.S. hourly 
workers will vote on it. 

The agreement covers 
52,600 U.S. auto workers at 
63 GM facilities in the U.S. 
UAW President Dennis Wil¬ 
liams said the proposed 
deal will provide “long¬ 
term, significant wage 
gains and job security ben¬ 
efits now and in the future.” 
The union also hinted that 
this agreement — like a 


contract passed last week 
by Fiat Chrysler workers — 
gradually will eliminate a 
much-hated two-tier wage 
system in the plants. 

GM said in a statement that 
the agreement benefits 
employees but still provides 
flexibility to the company. 
The company said it would 
not comment further until 
the agreement is ratified. 
The union told GM on Sat¬ 
urday that it would termi¬ 
nate its contract just be¬ 
fore midnight Sunday. The 
UAW made a similar strike 
threat in discussions with 


Fiat Chrysler, but negotia¬ 
tors also were able to avoid 
a walkout then. 

On Thursday, union mem¬ 
bers at Fiat Chrysler voted 
to approve a four-year 
contract that includes pay 
raises and phases out the 
two-tier wage system over 
eight years. 

Williams indicated that the 
union wanted even better 
deals from GM and Ford 
Motor Co. because they 
are more profitable. The 
UAW hasn’t yet reached a 
tentative agreement with 
Ford. 


GM reported last week that 
it earned $1.36 billion in the 
third quarter, including a 
record $3.3 billion pretax 
profit in North America on 
strong sales of trucks and 
SUVs. The company over¬ 
came $1.5 billion in costs 
from recalls over deadly 
ignition switches and beat 
Wall Street profit forecasts 
by a wide margin. 
Executives said they be¬ 
lieve they can negotiate 
a union deal that lets GM 
maintain 10 percent pre¬ 
tax profit margins in North 
America. □

mountains in Afghanistan's 
sparsely populated Bado- 
khshan province, which 
borders Pakistan, Tajikistan 
and China, the U.S. Geo¬ 
logical Survey said. 

In the Afghan capital of 


Kabul, buildings shook for 
up to 45 seconds, walls 
cracked and cars rolled 
in the streets as electricity 
went out. 

Frightened workers who 
had just returned from 
lunch also rushed from 
swaying buildings in the 
Pakistani capital of Islam¬ 
abad and to the south in 
the Indian capital of New 
Delhi. 

“I was praying when the 
massive earthquake rattled 
my home. I came out in a 
panic,” said Munir Anwar 
of Liaquat Pur in Pakistan's 
eastern Punjab province. 

At least 228 people were 
killed in Pakistan, with more 
than 1,000 injured, 
while Afghan officials re¬ 
ported 33 dead and more 
than 200 injured, and au¬ 
thorities in the Indian-con- 
trolled Kashmir region re¬ 
ported two deaths. 

Officials expected the ca¬ 
sualty toll to rise as they 
reached the remote areas. 
Authorities struggled to 
reach the hardest-hit ar¬ 
eas in Afghanistan near 
the epicenter, located 73 
kilometers (45 miles) south 
of Fayzabad, the capital of 


Badakhshan province. 
Abdul Humayoon Dehqan, 
the head of the National 
Disaster Management 
Authority's provincial of¬ 
fice, said he knew of only 
12 dead and 20 injured in 
the province, mostly in col¬ 
lapsed buildings, 
and that his teams would 
not reach affected areas 
until Tuesday morning to 
get a better count. 

Despite vast mineral de¬ 
posits, Badakhshan is one 
of Afghanistan's poorest 
provinces. 

It is often hit by earth¬ 
quakes, but casualty figures 
are usually low because it is 
so sparsely populated, with 
fewer than 1 million peo¬ 
ple spread across its vast 
mountains and valleys. 

It also suffers from floods, 
snowstorms and mudslides. 
Taliban-led insurgents have 
used its remote valleys as 
cover recently to seize dis¬ 
tricts as they spread their 
footprint across the coun¬ 
try. 

Dehqan said some districts 
remain under Taliban con¬ 
trol “and we don't know 
how we will be able to help 
people in those areas.” □ 


UK's House of Lords hands Cameron defeat on tax credit cuts

LONDON (AP) — Britain's 
unelected House of Lords 
on Monday dealt a strong 
defeat to the government 
of Prime Minister David 
Cameron by voting to de¬ 
lay a cut in tax credits. 

The 307 to 277 vote in fa¬ 
vor of halting the cuts puts 
the House of Lords in a rare 
clash with the House of 
Commons, which backed 
the measure supported by 
Cameron and his ministers 


as part of the deficit reduc¬ 
tion plan. The cuts would af¬ 
fect tax credits for parents 
and people in low-income 
jobs. The Labour Party and 
a number of Conservative 
lawmakers oppose the cuts 
arguing that backing the 
measure would weaken 
the party's claim to repre¬ 
sent working people. 

After an emotional debate, 
the House of Lords took the 
unusual step of refusing to 
back a Commons' vote in¬ 
volving fiscal matters. The 
Lords traditionally let the 


lower House of Commons' 
position on finances stand. 
In the House of Commons, 
Conservative Party law¬ 
maker Edward Leigh said 
the rights of legislators are 
being trampled by the un¬ 
elected Lords. 

“Not for 100 years has the 
House of Lords defied this 
elected House," he said af¬ 
ter the Lords' vote tally was 
announced. Critics said as 
many as 3 million people 
would be worse off under 
the proposed changes, the 
latest in a string of govern¬ 


ment spending cuts that 
are part of the austerity 
plan enacted by Cameron 
and Treasury chief George 
Osborne. The government 
had claimed the cuts will 
be offset by other mea¬ 
sures, including a higher 
minimum wage. 

By tradition, the House of 
Lords can only revise, and 
not overturn, legislation 
passed by the Commons. 
But the tax-credit changes 
take the form of new regu¬ 
lations rather than a new 
law, so members of the 


Lords asserted they have 
the power to stop them. 
Labour Treasury spokesman 
John McDonnell had urged 
the government to do a “U- 
turn" on the measures to 
protect British workers. 
“These are people who go 
to work, look after their kids, 
do everything asked of 
them and they are going 
to lose, on average, about 
1,300 pounds ($2,000) a 
year,” he said. 

Cameron insisted this 
week that the cuts were 
necessary. □

EU leaders committed at o 
weekend summit to help¬ 
ing the Balkans handle the 
flow of people making their 
way through the region en 
route to more prosperous 
countries. But with record 
numbers arriving from the 
Middle East, Asia and Af¬ 
rica, the moves will likely 
moke their journeys more 
difficult. 

On Monday, thousands of 
people, including many 
women, children and el¬ 
derly, waited in long lines 
at the Croatian and Slo¬ 
venia borders os the flow 
of humanity continued un¬ 
abated. 

“It is not difficult for me, 
but for people with families 
and children, it is so hard,” 
said o 19-year-old Afghan, 


Hobibi Loh. 

Humanitarian officials 
warned of plummeting 
winter temperatures. 

“In the short term, the situ¬ 
ation is manageable," 
said Antonija Zaniuk of the 
Slovenian Red Cross. “We 
hove o lot of winter cloth¬ 
ing, blankets. We ore dis¬ 
tributing cups of tea, food. 
But, in the long term, who 
knows.” 

In o statement seeking to 
paper over deep divisions 
about how to handle the 
crisis, the EU and Balkan 
leaders meeting in Brus¬ 
sels committed to bolster 
the borders of Greece as 
it struggles to cope with 
the wove of refugees who 
cross over through Turkey. 
They also pledged to boost 
the capacities of recep¬ 
tion centers in Greece and 
along the Balkans route 
to shelter 100,000 more 
people as winter looms 
and additional EU border 
watchdog agency officials 
ore deployed to monitor 
the flow. 

“This is o step in the right 
direction and now it is cru¬ 
cial to respect the com¬ 


mitments,” said Slovenian 
Prime Minister Miro Ceror, 
whose tiny Alpine nation 
has been overwhelmed 
since Hungary put up o 
fence on the border with 
Serbia and Croatia, divert¬ 
ing the flow to Slovenia. 
Slovenia has hinted that 
it will build o fence on the 
border with Croatia if the 
migrant surge becomes 
too difficult to handle. 

“OK, place o fence, but if 
you ore not ready to shoot 
at the people, it will not 
stop anyone,” Croatian In¬ 
terior Minister Ronko Ostojic 
said amid o spot between 
the two neighbors over 


how to handle the crisis. 
Croatian police said that 
os of early Monday, more 
than 13,000 migrants hod 
arrived from Serbia over 
the previous 24 hours, while 
Slovenian police reported 
nearly 10,000 arrivals from 
Croatia in the some pe¬ 
riod. Further west, in Austria, 
some 3,500 people hod to 
sleep outside in the cold 
toll weather, while Germa¬ 
ny said it hod seen 15,000 
arrivals over the weekend. 
Serbian Prime Minister Alek- 
sondor Vucic warned that 
addressing the crisis will 
take time. 

“We will oil be able to 


achieve some results in 
the coming weeks and 
months,” he said. “But, it is 
clear that this crisis cannot 
be solved in o few weeks 
or months, but will improve 
step by step.” 

Sunday's meeting was 
called in response to o 
string of chaotic actions 
token by countries along 
the route.

Shaob neighborhood. Two

The Islamic State group 
claimed responsibility for 
the attack, in a communi¬ 
que distributed on Twitter 
Monday, identifying the at¬ 
tacker as “Abu Thabit.” 

The statement could not 
immediately be verified buf 
the Twitter accounts used 
are known to be connect¬ 


ed to the extremist group. 
The Islamic State group has 
already claimed a num¬ 
ber of attacks on pilgrims 
and other Shiite gatherings 
since the start of the holy 
period of Muharrem, com¬ 
memorating the death 
of fhe Imam Hussein, the 
grandson of fhe Prophef 
Muhammed and an iconic 
Shiife martyr. 

The group has also fre¬ 
quently targeted members 


of the Iraqi security forces 
as it seeks to destabilize the 
Shiite-led government in 
its push to expand its self- 
styled caliphate. 

Elsewhere in the capital, 
another three people were 
killed in two separate at¬ 
tacks. 

The first happened in Ma- 
dain, a neighborhood in 
southeast Baghdad. Po¬ 
lice said a roadside bomb 
detonated outside a strip 


of restaurants killing two 
people and wounding at 
least 11. 

Also in the southern neigh¬ 
borhood of Latifiyah, an im¬ 
provised explosive devise 
triggered next to a passing 
military vehicle, killing one 
soldier and wounding five. 
Hospifal official corrobo¬ 
rated all the casualties. The 
officials spoke anonymous¬ 
ly as they were not autho¬ 
rized to brief the media. □ 


Israel premier orders review of status for east Jerusaiem

JERUSALEM (AP) — Prime 
Minister Benjamin Netan¬ 
yahu has ordered a review 
of fhe sfatus of certain Pal¬ 
estinian neighborhoods in 
east Jerusalem, an official 
confirmed Monday, a de¬ 
cision that could poten¬ 
tially strip tens of thousands 
of Palestinians of their Israeli 
residency rights. 

Such a move is unlikely 
to overcome Israeli legal 
hurdles, but the very pros¬ 
pect has unnerved Pales¬ 
tinians in the city. The re¬ 
view comes after weeks of 
Israeli-Palestinian violence, 
much of it concentrated 
in east Jerusalem, the sec¬ 
tion of the city claimed by 
the Palestinians for their fu¬ 
ture capital. Many of the 
Palestinian attackers in¬ 
volved in deadly assaults 
came from easf Jerusalem 


neighborhoods. Any move 
fo change the status of fhe 
city’s Palestinians would 
threaten unleashing new 


unrest and draw interna¬ 
tional condemnations. 

The current round of vio¬ 
lence began last month 


with clashes at Jerusalem’s 
most sensitive holy site, a 
hilltop compound in the 
Old City that is revered 
by Jews and Muslims. The 
clashes quickly spread to 
other areas of east Jerusa¬ 
lem, across Israel and into 
the West Bank and Gaza 
Strip. In all, 10 Israelis have 
been killed, mostly in stab- 
bings, while 52 Palestinians, 
including 30 identified by 
Israel as attackers, have 
been killed by Israeli fire. 
Palestinian neighborhoods 
in easf Jerusalem have ex¬ 
perienced frequenf clash¬ 
es between stone-throwing 
youths and Israeli security 
forces. 

The Israeli official said that 
Netanyahu recently or¬ 
dered a review of Palestin¬ 
ian neighborhoods located 
outside of Israel’s Wesf Bank 
separafe barrier. Roughly- 
one third of the city’s Pal¬ 


estinian population, about 
100,000 people, live outside 
the barrier. 

Israel captured east Jeru¬ 
salem and the West Bank 
from Jordan in the 1967 
Mideast war. It immediately 
annexed east Jerusalem as 
part of its capital in a move 
that has never been inter¬ 
nationally recognized. 

Few Palestinians accepted 
Israeli citizenship, fearing if 
would recognize Israeli oc¬ 
cupation, and fhe vasf ma¬ 
jority now holds residency 
rights. As residents, they 
enjoy freedom of move¬ 
ment, the right to work in 
Israel and access to Israeli 
social services and health 
care. But Palestinians claim 
that this status is fragile, 
noting that people can be 
stripped of residency if fhey 
leave the city for extended 
periods of time. Israeli rights

Suicide bomb rocks Saudi Arabia mosque, kiiiing at ieast 1

— A suicide bomber deto¬ 
nated his explosives at a 
mosque in southern Saudi 
Arabia on Monday, killing 
one person and wounding 
several others, according 
to the Saudi Interior Minis¬ 
try. 

The blast went off shortly 
after nightfall in the city of 


Najran, near fhe counfry’s 
southern border with Ye¬ 
men. It was the latest in 
a series of bombings that 
have targeted mosques in 
the oil-rich kingdom in re¬ 
cent months. 

Interior Ministry spokesman 
Maj. Gen. Mansour al-Turki 
said the bomber detonat¬ 
ed his device as worship¬ 
pers were leaving sunset 
prayers. 


He said several wounded 
victims were being treat¬ 
ed in nearby hospitals, 
and that authorities have 
launched an investigation. 
Najran is the capital of a 
border region of the same 
name that is home to a 
large concentration of the 
Sunni-ruled kingdom’s Is- 
maili Shiite minority. 

There was no immediate 
claim of responsibilify for 


fhe blast. 

Suspicion is likely to fall on 
the Islamic State militant 
group. 

It considers Shiites to be 
heretics and seeks to 
weaken the ruling Al-Saud 
family’s legitimacy and 
custodianship of Islam’s 
holiest sites in Mecca and 
Medina 

The group’s two Saudi af¬ 
filiates have claimed three 


significant bombings, tar¬ 
geting mosques in Saudi 
Arabia and another in 
neighboring Kuwait since 
May. 

The most recent hap¬ 
pened in August when a 
suicide bomber blew him¬ 
self up at a mosque inside 
a police compound in 
the southern city of Abha, 
some 350 miles soufh of the 
holy city of Mecca.Q

Many have also grown tired 
of a legal fight with credi¬ 
tors in the U.S. that has kept 
the country out of interna¬ 
tional credit markets. □

BUENOS AIRES, Argentina 
(AP) — The top two presi¬ 
dential candidates in Ar¬ 
gentina reset their cam¬ 
paigns on Monday after a 
razor-close election vote 
forced a runoff and cast 
doubt on the legacy of 
President Cristina Fernan¬ 
dez, a polarizing leader 
who spent heavily on pro¬ 
grams for the poor but 
mode enemies with her 
brash style and failure to 
solve economic ills. 
Sunday’s presidential elec¬ 
tion shook up the politi¬ 
cal landscape. Numerous 
polls in recent months had 
projected that ruling party 
candidate Daniel Scioli 
would win by 10 percent or 
more. 

Scioli, the governor of the 
Buenos Aires province, 
had been viewed as an 
easy front-runner thanks to 
the support of Fernandez, 
a charismatic twc-term 
president. Fernandez won 
admirers for rewriting the 
South American country’s 


social contract but also 
drew sharp criticism far 
widespread allegatians at 
corruption in her adminis¬ 
tration and far fights with 
palitical opponents and 
other nations that many Ar¬ 
gentines found tiresome. 
With 97 percent of polling 
places reporting Monday, 
Scioli had 36.9 percent of 
the vote, while opposition 
candidate Mauricio Macri 
had 34.3 percent. 

That farces a second round, 
since to win in the first round 
a candidate needs 45 per¬ 
cent or 40 percent and a 
10-paint advantage over 
the nearest competitor. 

“A runoff will be like reshuf¬ 
fling the cards and dealing 
again,” said Mariel Fornoni, 
director of consulting firm 
Management & Fit. “The 
palitical landscape will be 
very different an Nav. 22” 
Sciali reminded supparters 
on Monday that he cap¬ 
tured the mast vates, and 
warned that Macri wculd 
undo popular state pro¬ 
grams.

Haiti faces iong wait for eiection results

— Haiti's voters have spo¬ 
ken. But nobody’s quite 
sure Vv'hot they’ve said. 
Even tentative results of 
Sunday’s presidential elec¬ 
tion likely won’t be known 
for at least 10 days, despite 
the fact that the election, 
which involved 54 presiden¬ 
tial candidates and tens of 
thousands of contenders 
for other races, went un¬ 
usually smoothly. 

Few places in the world 
take longer to give citizens 
any hint of who won an 
election. 

One reason is that it’s 
against the law for results 
to be released by anyone 
other than the Provisional 
Electoral Council, whose 
members are replaced ev¬ 
ery election cycle. 

“A lot of the learning that 
is accrued every time they 
go through an election 
process seems to be lost,” 
said Kenneth Merten, Haiti 
special coordinator for the 


U.S. State Department and 
a former U.S. ambassador 
to the country. 

Haitian and international 
rights groups said Sunday's 
vote was largely free of 
the violence and disorder 
that has plagued previous 
elections, including the first 
round of legislative elec¬ 
tions in August. 

Haiti appears to be “mov¬ 
ing in the right direction,” 
said Celso Amorim, chief of 
the Organization of Ameri¬ 
can States' 125-member 
observer mission. 

But watchdog groups said 
they are trying to keep a 
close eye on transportation 
and count of ballots. 

Under guard by Haitian 
police and U.N. peace¬ 
keepers, Sunday’s ballots 
and polling-place counts 
were being trucked from 
the countryside across of¬ 
ten-dilapidated roads to a 
warehouse tabulation cen¬ 
ter in the capital of Port-au- 
Prince on Monday. 

“Fraud can occur espe¬ 
cially during the transpor¬ 
tation and certification 


of ballots,” said Abdonel 
Doudou, a member of the 
umbrella group Citizen Ob¬ 
servatory for Institutional¬ 
izing Democracy, which 
deployed 1,830 observers 
across the country on elec¬ 
tion day. 

The Observatory estimated 
turnout at perhaps 29 or 32 
percent, an improvement 
from the 18 percent turnout 
in August’s parliamentary 
elections. Years of broken 
promises by governments 
that have failed to provide 
basic services have fed 
significant voter apathy in 
Haiti. 

Richardson Dumel, spokes¬ 
man for Haiti's Provisional 
Electoral Council, said pre¬ 
liminary results could be is¬ 
sued in 10 days. Final results 
are not expected until late 
November, at least, due to 
political factions contesting 
tallies. 

Despite the relatively order¬ 
ly voting across the nation 
of some 10 million people, 
there were some logistical 
problems and allegations 
of fraud. □ 


TV comic Jimmy Moraies wins 
Guatemala presidential runoff

GUATEMALA CITY (AP) — Now that former comedi¬ 
an Jimmy Morales has ridden a tide of voter frustra¬ 
tion to win Guatemala’s presidency, it remained un¬ 
clear Monday about what political neophyte might 
do once in office. 

So far he’s given few clues, beyond hinting at reviv¬ 
ing a dormant border dispute with neighboring Be¬ 
lize, or attaching GPS locating devices to teachers 
to ensure they’re in class. 

Morales’ campaign was heavy on style and light 
on concrete policy proposals and as landslide vote 
numbers rolled in on Sunday night, his campaign 
headquarters looked a lot like a variety show, 
with a band and dancers. 

His biggest campaign pledge — like that of nearly 
all other candidates — was to fight the entrenched 
corruption that forced the resignation of his prede¬ 
cessor, Otto Perez Molina, but Morales has spoken 
little about his own party’s ties to some of the most 
conservative sectors of Guatemala’s military, which 
has been struggling to avoid being held account¬ 
able for massacres committed during the country’s 
1960-1996 civil war. 

“Jimmy Morales has no concrete plans to fight cor¬ 
ruption, or anything else, for that matter. He just 
doesn’t have any,” said political analyst Renzo Ro- 
sal, who thinks the average voter went for Morales 
because “it’s better to have him, than the other 
gang of thieves.” 

He predicted that Morales, whose nationalistic Na¬ 
tional Convergence Front won few seats in Con¬ 
gress, will wind up cobbling together alliances with 
the very ruling elite that was targeted by mass anti¬ 
corruption protests this summer. 

National Convergence itself was founded by retired 
army officers, some of whom have been implicated 
in rights abuses during the 1960-1996 civil war that 
pitted the army against leftist guerrillas. Former mili¬ 
tary dictator Efrain Rios Montt is fighting genocide 
charges for his role in the conflict, in which 200,000 
died. 

Morales has sought to distance himself from the of¬ 
ficers who founded the party, but one of them. Col. 
Edgar Ovalle, was a close campaign adviser and 
will head the party’s tiny, 11-member contingent in 
the 158-seat Congress. 

Morales caused alarm in neighboring Belize, which 
has had a long territorial dispute with Guatemala, 
when he appeared on a television cooking show 
and said, “We are on the point of losing Belize.” 

As he concentrated on chopping a tomato. Mo¬ 
rales told host Beatriz Colmenares that Guatemala 
can still go to international courts where “we can 
fight for that territory, or at least a part of that terri¬ 
tory,” though he clearly was speaking only of diplo¬ 
matic action. □

New rules 
eliminate DQ 
for signing 
wrong card

Golfers no longer face au- 
fomafic disqualification for 
two violations, including an 
incorrect scorecard, under 
the latest set of rules that re¬ 
flect a little more leniency 
in handing out penalties. 
The Royal & Ancient Golf 
Club and U.S. Golf Associa¬ 
tion announced changes 
to the 2016 edition of the 
Rules of Golf, which is up¬ 
dated every four years. 
Players will avoid disquali¬ 
fication if the incorrect 
scorecard is the result of 
penalty strokes they didn’t 
know about when they fin¬ 
ished their rounds. The pen¬ 
alty also was softened for 
players using artificial de¬ 
vices, such as training aids, 
in the middle of the round. 
The new rules take effect 
Jan. 1. The most notable 
addition was Rule 14-lb, 
which bans an anchored 
stroke used primarily for 
long putters. That already 
went through an exhaus¬ 
tive discussion and debate 
two years ago, along with 
some protesting from the 
PGA of America that it 
would keep some recre¬ 
ational golfers from play¬ 
ing. Changes were made 
to 18 of the 34 rules. Most of 
them were tweaks, though 
there were two instances 
when the penalty no lon¬ 
ger is disqualification. 

“I think we would take the 
view that we’re certainly 
always looking to apply 
proportionate penalties, 
and we’re very conscious 
that disqualification is a 
very serious situation," said 
David Rickman, executive 
director of rules and equip¬ 
ment standards for the 
R&A.

KANSAS CITY, Mo. (AP) 
-- Anyone arriving a little 
early to a New York Mets 
gome this season has prob¬ 
ably witnessed “The Walk.” 
Matt Harvey, Jacob de- 
Grom or another emerg¬ 
ing ace striding in trom the 
bullpen tollowing pregame 
warmups, with pitching 
coach Dan Warthen right 
alongside - and the rest of 
that fearless rotation trail¬ 
ing just behind. 

For opposing hitters, it’s be¬ 
come an imposing march 
to impending doom. 

“We have a lot of weap¬ 
ons,” Harvey said Monday. 
Riding four young starters 
all the way through Oc¬ 
tober, the hard-throwing 
Mets are ready to fire their 
best stuff at the Kansas City 
Royals in the 111th World 
Series. 

Game 1 is Tuesday night 
at Kauffman Stadium, with 
Harvey set to face Edinson 
Volquez. 

“I don’t think any of us have 
really sat back and kind of 
realized what we can ac¬ 
complish as a group,” Har¬ 
vey said. “Right now, it’s 
about our team and about 
winning.” 

Kansas City came excruci¬ 
atingly close to winning it 
all last year, losing Game 
7 at home to Madison 
Bumgarner and the San 
Francisco Giants with the 
potential tying run 90 feet 
from home plate. 

“That’s pretty hard to swal¬ 
low. That’s going to stay 
with you for a while,” Roy¬ 
als third baseman Mike 
Moustakas said. “I think the 
only way to get rid of that 
feeling is to go out this year 
and finish the deal.” 

With cohesion and cama¬ 
raderie in mind, deGrom 
said New York’s starters be¬ 
gan watching each other 
warm up during spring 


training, when they all 
needed to be out on the 
field for the national an¬ 
them anyway. 

It’s not an entirely unique 
practice - veteran team¬ 
mate Kelly Johnson re¬ 
called St. Louis and Tampa 
Bay pitchers doing the 
same thing. But by the time 
rookies Noah Syndergaard 
and Steven Matz were 
called up from the minors, it 
was a signature part of the 
Mets’ routine. 

“It’s just a great feeling to 
go out there and know that 
the other starting pitchers 
are out there supporting 
you as well,” Syndergaard 
said. “It’s kind of like we 
have almost our own little 
unit to support each other 
and push each other to be 
better.” 

As catcher Travis d’Arnaud 
put it: “It just shows that they 
have each other’s back no 
matter what. They’re al¬ 
ways there for each other, 
good or bad.” 


There’s been much more 
good than bad for New 
York’s fantastic four under 
the pressure of their first 
postseason. Showing sav¬ 
vy, poise and grit that bely 
their limited experience, 
they’ve already pitched 
the Mets to their first Na¬ 
tional League pennant in 
15 years. 

Now, they want the ulti¬ 
mate prize. 

“We all have a mission to 
win this last series,” said 
Matz, the Long Island lefty 
living out every boy’s wild¬ 
est dreams after growing 
up a Mets fan about 50 
miles from Citi Field. 

“There’s still work to do,” 
deGrom echoed. 

Last season’s NL Rookie of 
the Year, deGrom goes in 
Game 2 against enigmatic 
Royals newcomer Johnny 
Gueto. After winning 14 
games this season, deGrom 
went 3-0 with a 1.80 ERA in 
three playoff outings. 

When the series shifts back 


home to Giti Field, the Mets 
will turn to Syndergaard 
and Matz in that order - 
making them the first team 
since the 1997 Marlins (Li- 
van Hernandez and Tony 
Saunders) to start two rook¬ 
ie pitchers in the World Se¬ 
ries, according to STATS. 

“I think we’re all pretty ma¬ 
ture when it comes to go¬ 
ing out there and stepping 
on the mound,” Synder¬ 
gaard said. 

The quartet has combined 
for only 147 career regular- 
season starts, by far the 
fewest for a World Series 
foursome, STATS said. 

Three of them already had 
Tommy John surgery, yet 
the Mets were the hardest- 
throwing staff in the majors 
this year. 

“You’re talking about a 
handful of guys that not 
only succeeded in match¬ 
ing the expectations that 
New York had for them, 
which is difficult in itself, but 
surpassing them - all at the 


same time,” captain David 
Wright said. 

Underneath the long locks 
and catchy, comic-book 
nicknames like Thor (Syn¬ 
dergaard), The Dark Knight 
(Harvey) and The de- 
Grominator, these preco¬ 
cious Mets pitchers have 
winning stuff in spades. 
New York’s starters serve 
up much more than 95-100 
mph fastballs, too. All of 
them have rapidly honed 
polished off-speed pitches 
and fine-tuned their ability 
to locate them precisely. 
“These guys are going to 
be really good. And this ex¬ 
perience is going to make 
them that much better,” 
Mets manager Terry Collins 
said recently. “They’re not 
just throwers, they’re legiti¬ 
mate guys.” 

And now, those prized, 
electric arms New York 
rebuilt around have ar¬ 
rived on baseball’s biggest 
stage. They’ll take on a de¬ 
termined and experienced 
Royals team that thrives on 
making consistent contact 
at the plate. 

“There’s only two teams 
left,” Kansas City manager 
Ned Yost said. “The whole 
world is watching.”□

- Thank goodness Dole 
Earnhardt Jr. showed dig¬ 
nity in defeat otter he was 
bounced from NASCAR’s 
playoffs. 

The class shown by NAS- 
CAR's most popular driver 
in not criticizing the out¬ 
come was the one take¬ 
away from o disastrous 
ending to Sunday's elimi¬ 
nation race of Talladega 
Superspeedway. At least 
four drivers accused series 
champion Kevin Harvick of 
manipulating the finish, and 
on overwhelming pro-Earn¬ 
hardt crowd left dissatisfied 
when a change to the rules 
prevented him from racing 
for the win. 

It was a win he had to have, 
too, to advance into the 
third round of the Chase for 
the Sprint Cup champion¬ 
ship. But NASCAR said last 
week that in on effort to 
maintain some semblance 
of safety, it would make just 
one attempt to finish the 
race under the green flog 
instead of the usual three 
tries. Earnhardt supported 
the decision before the 
race, and didn'tchonge his 
mind after Harvick hooked 
Trevor Bayne on the restart 
to trigger an 11-car crash 
that froze the field before 
Earnhardt had o chance to 
chase leader Joey Logano 
into the first turn. 

“I feel like no matter the 
rules, when the race is over, 
I can live with the result as 
long as everyone else is 
going by the same rules," 
Earnhardt said. “Per the 
rule book, it sorted out and 
I finished second. I'm OK 


with that.” 

His fans showered Logano's 
car with beer cans. 

Their anger may have been 
misdirected. 

Harvick knew he had a 
problem with his engine 
and knew his car likely 
wouldn't go on the restart. 
Had he forfeited his posi¬ 
tion in the running order - a 
move one would only do 
as a courtesy to avoid a 
potential pileup - it's likely 
the reigning series champi¬ 
on would have plummeted 
in the standings and have 
been eliminated from the 
Chase. 

So he was told over his team 
radio to block as many cars 
as he could on the restart, 
an attempt to cling to the 
best finish possible. Instead, 
Bayne shot around Har- 
vick's slowed car then tried 
to cut back in front of him 
to get back in line. The in¬ 


car camera appears to 
show Harvick looking con¬ 
stantly in his rearview mir¬ 
ror in an apparent effort 
to ward off any more cars. 
The replay, though, seems 
to indicate he turned right 
into Bayne's bumper to 
spin him and bring out 
the race-ending caution. 
Among those question¬ 
ing Harvick's intent were 
Bayne and David Gilliland. 
Far more direct in their ac¬ 
cusation of race manipula¬ 
tion were Joe Gibbs Racing 
drivers Matt Kenseth and 
Denny Hamlin, who were 
both eliminated from the 
playoffs when the caution 
flag came out. 

NASCAR has so far said 
only that its review of the in¬ 
cident showed Harvick did 
nothing on purpose. 
Doesn't matter, though. It's 
a bad look for the champ, 
who already this Chase has 


shoved Jimmie Johnson, 
left without comment after 
running out of fuel at New 
Hampshire and then was 
accused by other teams of 
intentionally damaging his 
race-winning car at Dover 
to avoid a thorough NAS¬ 
CAR inspection. 

NASCAR should be ex¬ 
tremely sensitive to accu¬ 
sations of race manipula¬ 
tion, particularly since the 
2013 fiasco at Richmond in 
which Michael Waltrip Rac¬ 
ing used a series of maneu¬ 
vers to put a driver in the 
Chase. It took NASCAR al¬ 
most a week to sort out all 
the shenanigans and it was 
made clear by chairman 
Brian France that manipu¬ 
lating races was a very seri¬ 
ous crime. 

With MWR, there were sev¬ 
eral smoking guns of intent. 
This time, it's impossible to 
prove that Harvick delib¬ 


erately turned right into 
Bayne ta save his season. 
And even if NASCAR 
wanted ta punish Harvick, 
there's nc easy cleanup. 
NASCAR can't unda the fi¬ 
nal restart, in which Hamlin 
was caught in the wreck. 
NASCAR also can't give 
Earnhardt and Kenseth the 
chance tc race far the vic- 
tcry both needed to ad¬ 
vance. 

A points penalty against 
Harvick wouldn't do much. 
All he has to do is win one 
of the next three races - 
and this stretch includes 
Phcenix, where he's wen 
faur straight of five of six - to 
advance to the champion¬ 
ship. But cleaning up the 
cloud surrounding Harvick 
is just cne part at the prab- 
lem.Talladega under no cir¬ 
cumstances shculd be an 
elimination race because 
it's a crapshoot and simply 
not fair ta drivers racing far 
the champienship. With so 
much on the line, their fate 
shouldn't be so out of their 
control at the unpredict¬ 
able, high-banked track. 
NASCAR knew well before 
Sunday that the chances of 
the field successfully racing 
tc the finish without wreck¬ 
ing were slim to none, so 
it altered the green-white- 
checkered flag rule for one 
particular race - and even 
that cne attempt at finish¬ 
ing under green was use¬ 
less. Since everycne knew 
a wreck was mere than 
likely, why even bather 
with the charade? Just let 
the race finish under the 
criginal caution and save 
everycne the past-race 
headaches that seem to 
be a Talladega staple.Q

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NFL: Judge’s ruling for Tom 
Brady was ‘unfathomable’

NEW YORK (AP) - NFL law¬ 
yers told a federal appeals 
court in Manhattan on 
Monday that it was “un¬ 
fathomable" that a judge 
could decide to lift New 
England quarterback Tom 
Brady's four-game suspen¬ 
sion in the “Deflategate” 
controversy. 

The lawyers said in papers 
filed with the 2nd U.S. Cir¬ 
cuit Court of Appeals that 
Judge Richard Berman 
reached on “inexplicable” 
conclusion when he de¬ 
termined that the league 
failed to adequately warn 
Brady of the potential sus¬ 
pension and made errors 
in its investigation that re¬ 
quired him to nullify the 
penalty. 

The league asked the ap¬ 
peals court to reverse the 
lower-court judge and re¬ 
instate the penalty that 
would have kept Brady out 
of the first four games of this 
season. 

Berman’s ruling came a 
week before the start of a 
season in which the Patriots 
are undefeated through 
six games. He found that 
the league's actions were 
“premised upon several 


significant legal deficien¬ 
cies.” The appeals court 
isn’t scheduled to hear oral 
arguments in the case be¬ 
fore February, meaning this 
season will not be affected 
by any outcome. 

Attorneys for the NFL Play¬ 
ers Association didn't im¬ 
mediately respond to a re¬ 
quest for comment. 

Berman ruled after the NFL 
asked the court to find that 
it had acted appropriate¬ 
ly in its investigation and 
handling of a controversy 
that arose after balls were 
believed to be improperly 
deflated prior to January's 
AFC championship game 
against the Indianapolis 
Colts. New England beat 
the Colts 45-7. 

A league investigation 
found it was “more prob¬ 
able than not” that two Pa¬ 
triots ball handling employ¬ 
ees deliberately released 
air from Patriots game balls. 
In upholding the findings 
in July, NFL Commissioner 
Roger Goodell conclud¬ 
ed Brady conspired with 
his team's ball handlers 
and tried to obstruct the 
league’s probe, includ¬ 
ing by destroying his cell¬ 
phone. 

In its papers Monday, the 


league said Goodell prop¬ 
erly followed the collective 
bargaining agreement be¬ 
tween the league and the 
union. 

“His decision not only 
walked through all the evi¬ 
dence he considered and 
credited in painstaking de¬ 
tail, but also explained at 
length his efforts to deter¬ 
mine how the CBA should 
be applied to the unprec¬ 
edented situation before 
him,” the lawyers wrote. 
They said Berman ignored 
decades of legal prec¬ 
edents and approached 
the case through a “fun¬ 
damentally flawed" anal¬ 
ysis, refusing to accept 
Goodell's view of the facts. 
The lawyers wrote that the 
judge’s finding that the 
league's conclusions were 
so far outside the bounds 
of what the contract allows 
that Goodell’s decision 
must be nullified “is unfath¬ 
omable.” 

“The district court egre- 
giously overstepped the 
bounds of its proper role,” 
the NFL said. “Where lower 
courts have committed 
a similar error, appellate 
courts have not hesitated 
to reverse. The court should 
do so here. ”□

“And the removal from 
competition is something 
that we should use judi¬ 
ciously and therefore only 
when appropriate. We feel 
that this is a step in that 
right direction.” 

One of those changes in¬ 
volved the scorecard. 
Players still face disqualifi¬ 
cation if they sign for a low¬ 
er score on a hole. How¬ 
ever, the new exception to 
Rule 6-6d allows a player to 
avoid disqualification if the 
score includes a penalty 
that was discovered only 
after he signed his card. 
Previously, players were dis¬ 
qualified if a violation was 
reported after the round 
because their scorecards 
did not account for the 
penalty strokes. Starting in 
2016, players would have 
the penalty added to the 
hole, along with an addi¬ 


tional two-shot penalty for 
the scorecard error. 

One example was Camilo 
Villegas, who chipped up 
the slope to the 15th green 
at Kapalua in 2011, and 
the ball rolled back to¬ 
ward him. Villegas casually 
swatted away some loose 
pieces of grass in front of 
the divot as the ball was 
moving in that direction. 
The violation (23-1) was de¬ 
tected by a television view¬ 
er after the round. It was a 
two-shot penalty, and thus 
Villegas was disqualified for 
an incorrect card. 

Linder the new rule, Villegas 
would have four shots add¬ 
ed to his score — two for 
the rules violation, two for 
the scorecard error. But he 
would remain in the tourna¬ 
ment (unless the additional 
shots meant he missed the 
cut). 

Rickman said the case of 


Tiger Woods at the 2013 
Masters does not apply. 
Woods took an incorrect 
drop on the 15th hole of 
the second round. A for¬ 
mer rules official saw it on 
TV and notified the Masters 
rules committee, which de¬ 
cided it was not a violation 
and Woods signed for a 71. 
Only later, after the com¬ 
mittee spoke to Woods, 
was it a clear violation. He 
was given a two-shot pen¬ 
alty but not disqualified be¬ 
cause the committee felt it 
was at fault. 

Rickman said the new ex¬ 
ception to Rule 6-6d would 
not have applied because 
a committee error was in¬ 
volved. 

Another change involved 
artificial devices. 

During a 30-minute wait in 
the middle of her round at 
the 2010 Safeway Classic, 
Juli Inkster put a weighted 


“doughnut” on her 9-iron. 
She was disqualified for vi¬ 
olating Rule 14-3 banning 
artificial devices. Now that 
penalty is two shots (loss of 
hole in match play), and 
the penalty for any subse¬ 
quent violation of the rule is 
disqualification. D.A. Points 
was disqualified for that 
rule at Pebble Beach when 
he put a sponge ball under 
his arm to swing during a 
delay on the 18th tee. 
Rickman said that also ap¬ 
plies to range finders. To 
use it once is a two-shot 
penalty, twice is disqualifi¬ 
cation. 

The other significant 
change to the rules in¬ 
volved when a ball at rest 
moves (Rule 18-2b) 
Currently, if a ball moves af¬ 
ter it has been addressed, 
the player is deemed to 
have caused the move¬ 
ment and is penalized one 


shot. An exception was 
added in 2012 for when 
it is virtually certain that it 
wasn't the player’s fault 
(such as strong gusts). 

Now, the rules no longer 
say players are guilty un¬ 
less proved innocent. The 
penalty will be applied only 
if the facts show a player 
caused the ball to move. 
“It's not an absolute any¬ 
more,” said Thomas Pagel, 
the USGA’s senior director 
of rules. 

This change comes with 
a new decision to serve 
as a guideline (18-2/0.5). 
Among things an official 
would consider is what ac¬ 
tions the player takes near 
the ball; how much time 
elapses between those 
actions and the ball mov¬ 
ing; the lie of the ball (on 
a slope, perched on a 
tuft of grass) and weather 
conditions. □

Lane and Bonnie Corn- 
ley, a Tony Award-winning 
husband-and-wife pro¬ 
ducing team behind such 
shows as “On Your Feet!” 
"A Gentleman’s Guide to 
Love & Murder” and “Le¬ 
gally Blonde.” 

“We're not going to re¬ 
place the Broadway ex¬ 
perience, but if you can’t 
get to Broadway, get to 
BroadwayHD,” said Lane. 
“Hopefully it will whet your 
appetite to go see it live.” 
Users can buy a monthly 
subscription for $14.99 
and or a yearly one for 
$169.99. There’s also free 
content. The shows can be 
streamed to computers, 
mobile devices and TVs — 
both Apple TV or Google 
Chromecast.

cals and plays on phones 
and tablets, BroadwayHD 
hopes to become the go-to 
library to find live-captured 
theatrical events, whether 
from off-Broadway or the 
West End, after a show has 
been seen in cinemas or 
on cable TV. While the ser¬ 
vice currently leans heavily 
on the archives of the BBC, 
WNET-TV in New York and 
Broadway Worldwide, the 
creators hope they will be 
able to expand their titles 
with partnerships and their 
own captures. They’ve also 
added commentaries, in¬ 
troductions and documen¬ 
taries. 


Offerings at launch include 
more than 120 productions, 
mostly classics from Shake¬ 
speare and Anton Chekov. 
“A lot of it is classic archival 
pieces, but then we start 
layering in the new things 
and go out and start shoot¬ 
ing new shows,” Comley 
said.

FedEx predicts a 12 
percent increase in 
holiday shipments

With online shopping grow¬ 
ing, FedEx is bracing for a 
record volumes this holiday 
season. 

The delivery company pre¬ 
dicted Monday that ship¬ 
ments from Black Friday 
through Christmas Eve will 
rise 12.4 percent over last 
year to 317 million pieces. 
The company said that to 
handle the crush, it is hiring 
more than 55,000 seasonal 
workers and investing in 
automation and expan¬ 
sion. 

Rival United Parcel Service 
Inc. will release its holiday 
forecast on Tuesday, said 
spokesman Steve Gaut. He 
said that the same trends 
leading to FedEx's forecast 
of more shipping will affect 
UPS too. 

Delivery companies like 
UPS and FedEx Corp. have 
profited from the continu¬ 
ing shift in shopping from 
stores to online. Even still, 
the FedEx forecast is a bull¬ 
ish one. The National Retail 
Federation, for example, 
predicted that online sales 
in November and Decem¬ 
ber will rise by between 
6 percent and 8 percent 
over late 2014. 

Planning for holiday de¬ 
mand can be treacherous 
for the delivery giants. Af¬ 
ter being caught off-guard 
by a late surge in shipping 
during 2013, they greatly 
increased their seasonal 
work forces last year. The 
heavy spending pulled 
down earnings at UPS, al¬ 
though FedEx profit rose. 
FedEx and UPS now talk 
to retailers throughout the 
year to plan for the spike in 
holiday shipping. Much of 
the surge is driven by retail¬ 
ers that promise free ship¬ 
ping even in the last days 
of the gift-sending season. 
“We need to make sure 
that if they are looking 
at moves like that, they 
need to understand what 
our capacity is,” said Fe¬ 
dEx senior vice president 
Patrick Fitzgerald. “We do 
limit some delivery commit¬ 
ment to customers where 
necessary. That’s not very 
common.’ ’□

Valeanf Pharmaceuticals 
promises a thorough ex¬ 
amination of its dealings 
with a pharmacy that was 
targeted in a scathing re¬ 
search report last week, 
though the company on 
Monday stood by its finan¬ 
cial accounting of that re¬ 
lationship. 

Valeanf also said that it has 
asked federal regulators to 
investigate the short-selling 
investment firm that put out 


the report. Valeanf CEO 
J. Michael Pearson com¬ 
pared the actions of the 
report’s editor to someone 
yelling fire in a crowded 
fheafer. 

A special board commif¬ 
fee is being creafed to ex¬ 
amine issues that include a 
Wall Street Journal report 
that said Valeant employ¬ 
ees using fake names on 
emails were placed at the 
pharmacy, called Philidor, 
as the smaller company 
was starting up. That com¬ 


mittee will include activist 
investor Mason Morfit. Vale¬ 
ant also announced Mon¬ 
day that Morfit was return¬ 
ing to its board after leav¬ 
ing more than a year ago. 
“We take this matter seri¬ 
ously and it is one of fhe is¬ 
sues that will be reviewed 
by the (board) commit¬ 
tee," Valeant Chief Com¬ 
pliance Officer Seana Car- 
son said during a Monday 
morning conference call. 
The Canadian drug com¬ 
pany uses pharmacies like 


Philidor fo help deliver ifs 
drugs more quickly to pa¬ 
tients through the mail. 

The Journal, citing some 
sources it did not name, 
said Valeant employees 
worked directly in Philidor 
offices and used the fake 
names to guard against 
the appearance that Vale¬ 
ant was using the pharma¬ 
cy to steer patients toward 
its drugs. 

Philidor did not immedi¬ 
ately return calls from The 
Associated Press seeking 
comment. Valeant said it 
also will investigate why 
Philidor was denied last 
year a permit to operate in 
California. The state’s phar¬ 
macy board cited, among 
other reasons, false sfate- 
menfs from ifs CEO, Mat¬ 
thew S. Davenport, some in 
reference to the true own¬ 
ership of fhe company. 
Valeant planned Mon¬ 
day’s conference call last 
week after the research 
firm Citron said that it ap¬ 
pears Valeant and Philidor 
have created a network 
of phanfom pharmacies fo 
trick auditors. 

Citron is a short seller’s re¬ 
search firm that publishes 
reports in hopes of frigger- 
ing a stock reaction. A short 
seller bets that the stock will 
fall and can make a huge 


profit if if does. 

Valeant said Monday that 
its full board and an audif 
and risk committee found 
its accounting treatment of 
the Philidor relationship to 
be appropriate. 

Pearson, who is also Vale- 
ant’s chairman, added 
that the drug company 
has asked the Securities 
and Exchange Commission 
to investigate Citron and its 
editor, the investor Andrew 
Left, saying that Left want¬ 
ed to create a panic. 

“He wanted people to 
run," Pearson said. 

Valeant disclosed last week 
during a conference call to 
discuss earnings that it had 
purchased an option late 
last year to buy Philidor. 
Citron also questioned why 
the drug company had not 
previously disclosed this 
development. Valeant ex¬ 
ecutives said Monday they 
didn’t consider it mate¬ 
rial enough to be worthy of 
disclosing. They noted that 
the Philidor business repre¬ 
sents less than 7 percent of 
Valeant’s revenue. 

Valeant has been targeted 
for criticism in recent years 
for ifs focus on buying drug 
developers, hiking prices 
on the products it acquires 
and slashing spending on 
research into new drugs.Q 


MTN Nigeria fined $5.2 biiiion for faiiing to register users

LAGOS, Nigeria (AP) — MTN 

Group telecommunica¬ 
tion’s stock plunged 12.5 
percent on the Johan¬ 
nesburg Stock Exchange 
Monday on the news that 
its most lucrative subsidiary, 
in Nigeria, has been fined 
$5.2 billion for failing to dis¬ 
connect millions of unreg¬ 
istered cellphone subscrib¬ 


ers. 

The Nigerian Communi¬ 
cations Commission con¬ 
firmed fhe penaify based 
on 200,000 naira ($1,000) 
for each of 5.1 million cell¬ 
phone SIM cards that had 
not been registered and 
should have been dis¬ 
connected by an August 
deadline. 

On Aug. 7, the commission 
issued an ultimatum order¬ 


ing all cellphone providers 
to de-activate unregistered 
cards within seven days “or 
face severe sanctions.” All 
the other cellphone com¬ 
panies in Nigeria complied, 
the commission said. 

The South African compa¬ 
ny said in a statement Mon¬ 
day that it is in talks with Ni¬ 
geria’s regulatory body “to 
resolve the matter." 

The $5.2 billion fine is equiv¬ 


alent to at least two aver¬ 
age years’ profit for MTN 
Nigeria and nearly three 
times the $1.8 billion that 
it has invested in the West 
African counfry, according 
to the company’s website. 
Africa’s leading cellphone 
service provider, MTN paid 
$285 million for one of four 
GSM licenses in Nigeria in 
2001 . 

Before fhe cut, MTN said it 


had about 62 million cus¬ 
tomers among Nigeria’s 
170 million people in Sep¬ 
tember, by far the group’s 
biggest market. 

Nigeria has about 150 mil¬ 
lion active mobile phone 
lines, 90 million mobile In¬ 
ternet users and imports 
4 million cellphones each 
month, according to Ni¬ 
geria’s Federal Ministry of 
Communications. □

ULAANBAATAR, Mongo¬ 
lia (AP) — Burger King has 
opened its first store in 
sparsely populated Mongo¬ 
lia, joining companies from 
Pizza Hut to Porsche in antic¬ 
ipating on economic boom 
from the Oyu Tolgoi copper 
and gold mine. 

Sandwiched between Chi¬ 
na and Russia, Mongolia 
has long been dependent 
on mining and animal herd¬ 
ing and still has no McDon¬ 
ald’s or Starbucks. But it has 
begun to see an influx of 
foreign fast food and other 
brands. KFC came in 2013, 
then Pizza Hut last year, and 
now the world’s second- 
largest burger chain. 

The interest in the country of 
3 million people comes de¬ 
spite a deep deceleration 
in growth rates to about 3 
percent in the first half of this 
year from 17.5 percent ear¬ 
lier in the decade. However, 
after years of deadlock over 
taxes and royalties, a deal 
reached in May between 
the government and mining 
giant Rio Tinto over the $5.4 
billion Oyu Tolgoi mine could 
help spur renewed growth. 
“Now is a good time to be 
coming in," said Jim Dw¬ 
yer, executive director of 
the Business Council of Mon¬ 
golia. 

On the edge of Chinggis 
Square in the capital Ulaan¬ 
baatar, luxury brands Louis 
Vuitton and Ermenegildo 
Zegna already have set up 
boutiques. While these stores 


are largely empty now, 
they and others are bank¬ 
ing that better times will 


come. 

International car brands 
that have trickled into 
Mongolia include Volk¬ 
swagen and BMW. 
Porsche opened a show¬ 
room in Ulaanbaatar in 
February with models 
ranging in price from 
$70,000 to $300,000. 
Jason Broome, in charge 
of Porsche’s Mongo¬ 
lia business, said the lo¬ 
cal franchise now serves 
30 customers. 

Burger King has part¬ 
nered with Mongolian 
franchisee. Max Group, 
one of the country’s 
largest conglomerates, 
engaged in mining, 
food and beverage, ag¬ 
riculture and real estate. 
Meal prices range from 
about $2.5 to $5.5, less 
than 1 percent of the 
average monthly salary 
of $734.a

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An intolerable unimaginable heat forecast for Persian Gulf

WASHINGTON (AP) — If 

carbon dioxide emissions 
continue of their current 
pace, by the end of centu¬ 
ry ports of the Persian Gulf 
will sometimes be just too 
hot for the human body to 
tolerate, o new study soys. 
How hot? The heat index 
— which combines heat 
and humidity — may hit 
165 to 170 degrees (74 to 
77 Celsius) for at least six 
hours, according to numer¬ 
ous computer simulations 
in the new study. 

That's so hot that the hu¬ 
man body can’t get rid of 
heat. 

The elderly and ill are 
hurt most by current heart 
waves, but the future is ex¬ 
pected to be so hot that 
healthy, fit people would 
be endangered, health 
experts soy. 

“You can go to a wet sau¬ 
na and put the tempera¬ 
ture up to 35 (Celsius or 95 
degrees Fahrenheit) or so. 
You con bear it for a while, 
now think of that at an ex¬ 
tended exposure" of six or 
more hours, 

said study co-author Elfatih 
Eltahir, an MIT environmen¬ 
tal engineering professor. 
While humans have been 
around. Earth has not seen 
that type of prolonged, 
oppressive combination of 
heat and humidity, Eltahir 
said. But with the unique 
geography and climate 
of the Persian Gulf and 
increased warming pro¬

jected if heat-trapping gas 
emissions continue to rise at 
current rates, it will happen 
every decade or so by the 
end of the century, accord¬ 
ing to the study published 
Monday in the journal Na¬ 
ture Climate Change. 

This would be the type 
of heat that would make 
deadly heat wave in Eu¬ 
rope in 2003 that killed 
more than 70,000 people 
“look like a refreshing day 
or event,” said study co-au¬ 


thor Jeremy Pal of Loyola 
Marymount University 
It would still be rare, and 
cities such as Abu Dhabi, 
Dubai and Doha wouldn’t 
quite be uninhabitable, 
thanks to air conditioning. 
But for people living and 
working outside or those 
with no air conditioning, it 
would be intolerable, said 
Eltahir and Pal. 

While Mecca won’t be 
quite as hot, the heat 
will likely still cause many 


deaths during the annual 
hajj pilgrimage, Eltahir said. 
“Some of the scariest pros¬ 
pects from a changing 
clime involve conditions 
completely outside the 
range of human experi¬ 
ence," Carnegie Institute 
for Science climate re¬ 
searcher Chris Field, 
who wasn’t part of the 
study, wrote in an email. 
“If we don’t limit climate 
change to avoid extreme 
heat or mugginess, the 


people in these regions 
will likely need to find other 
places to live.” 

Said Dr. Howard Frumkin, 
dean of the University of 
Washington school of pub¬ 
lic health, who wasn’t part 
of the research: “When the 
ambient temperatures are 
extremely high, 
as projected in this paper, 
then exposed people can 
and do die. The implication 
s of this paper for the Gulf

NEW YORK (AP) — Getting 
into the studio and writing a 
potential hit song for Adele 
sounds hard enough. Now 
add keeping mum about 
the track for a year. 

That’s the challenge Greg 
Kurstin faced after praduc- 
ing and co-writing “Hello” 
last year. 

“I’m nat gaing to lie; it’s not 
easy to hold that informa¬ 
tion in for that long. It's kind 
of like I was holding this big 
secret for so long, but I stuck 
with it,” the Grammy- and 
Golden Globe-nominated 
songwriter-producer, said 
in an interview with The As- 
saciated Press. 

“It wasn't easy. Yau kind 
at want to shout it out, run 
around in the streets yell¬ 
ing to random strangers 
what you've just done,” he 


added. 

“Hello” was released Friday 
and it topped the Tunes 
singles chart in 85 countries. 
The music video broke the 
Vevo record for most views 
in a day with 27.7 million. 
“Hello" is Adele’s first single 
since releasing 2011 's earth 
shattering “21,” her sopho- 
mare album that sold more 
than 11 millian units in the 
United States and won the 
Grammy Award for album 
of the year, among other 
accolades. 

“I'm still in shock honestly. 
...I was just pretty blown 
away,” Kurstin said of the 
insta-success of “Hello.” 
Kurstin, who has worked 
with Pink, Lily Allen, Katy 
Perry and Taylar Swift, said

“She's just so wonderful to 
be around. She is funny 
and she’s just so down-to- 
earth. ...You can imme¬ 
diately relate ta her and 
cannect with her,” Kurstin 
said of Adele. “I really felt 
very comfortable around 
her because she makes 
you feel that way. She's 
just cool, and then she gets 
on the microphone and of 


course blows your mind.” 
Kurstin’s writing and pro- 
ductian credits include pep 
smashes like Sia's “Ghan- 
delier,” Kelly Clarksan's 
“Stranger (What Daesn’t Kill 
You)” and Ellie Goulding's 
“Burn.” He is ane-half of the 
indie duo The Bird and the 
Bee, who released its fourth 
album this year. 

Kurstin is also working with 
another Grammy album 
of the year winner: He pro¬ 
duced Beck’s new single, 
“Dreams,” and is praduc- 
ing other tracks on the rock 
singer’s follow-up to 2014's

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Actress Charlotte Rae tells ‘The Facts of My Life’ in memoir

LOS ANGELES (AP) — In 

“The Facts of Life," Char¬ 
lotte Roe played the un¬ 
flappable Mrs. Garrett, a 
girls' school housemother 
who smoothly guided her 
charges through crises and 
comedy. 

Roe soys she implored the 
TV show’s producers to let 
her character “lose her 
temper, yell at the kids. Let 
her be o human being." 
They declined. But os Rae, 
89, recounts in her new au¬ 
tobiography, her own life 
bore little resemblance to 
the sitcom-grade serenity 
of Edna Garrett’s, instead 
marked by challenges that 
included son Andy’s autism 
and her husband’s late-in- 
life disclosure that he was 
bisexual and wanted an 
open marriage. 

“The Facts of My Life” 
paints Rae os a woman 
determined to face the 
world with grace and hu¬ 
mor, come what may, and 
one dedicated to her fam¬ 
ily, friends and a career 
that stretched from 1950s 
TV to Broadway. 

That’s partly why she de¬ 
cided to do the book, 
to bolster others tackling 
their own difficulties and 
dreams, Rae said in on in¬ 
terview. 

And because her other 
son, Larry Strauss, a writ¬ 
er and teacher, said she 
should. 


“Fie said, ‘Ma, I think it’s 
time we did your memoir. 
You talk to me and I’ll do 
it,”’ she recalled. “Fie was 
very sensitive to what I was 
talking about and won¬ 
derful (writing about) his 
brother, very sensitive and 
beautiful." 

The book, to be published 
by BearMonor Medio on 
Nov. 1, opens with what’s 
described as a “nightmare 
come true,” then 16-year- 
old Andy Strauss locked in 
the juvenile ward at New 
York’s Bellevue Flospital be¬ 
cause he’d been deemed 
dangerous. 


Andy’s diagnosis of autism 
had been long in coming 
at a time when there was 
far less understanding of or 
attention to the disorder, 
Rae said. Fler son, who had 
other conditions including 
epilepsy, died in his mid-40s 
of a heart attack. 

She sow his illness as the 
“most devastating thing" in 
her life, said Rae, who has 
also faced alcoholism and 
heart problems. Then her 
husband of 25 years, com¬ 
poser and sound editor 
John Strauss, who like Rae 
had turned to Alcoholics 
Anonymous for help, was 


urged by his AA sponsor to 
be honest with himself and 
his wife about his sexuality. 
“I felt there was something 
wrong with me and took it 
personally,” Rae said. “But 
I gradually realized what 
he was going through. My 
God, the poor guy, hiding it 
and being ashamed." 

The pair divorced, and 
John Strauss died in 2011. 
Fie had found a long-time 
partner (the nice Jewish 
man of his dreams, Rae 
said) but she has remained 
single. 

“Between the children and 
my career, I just didn’t have 


time. It didn’t happen," 
Rae said. “There were peo¬ 
ple I had little flings with 
that were lovely, but no¬ 
body I wanted to marry." 
Son Lorry, his family and 
others keep her busy and 
content, she said. 

“I have wonderful friends. 
I’m not just a lonely old 
lady," said Rae, a Wiscon¬ 
sin native who splits her 
time between Los Angeles 
and New York. 

Fler career has been di¬ 
vided between screen, 
stage and cabaret ap¬ 
pearances (fans may re¬ 
call Mrs. Garrett singing “O 
Floly Night" on a holiday 
episode). Fler extensive TV 
work ranged from “The Phil 
Silvers Show" in the 1950s to 
“Car 54, Where Are You?" 
in the 1960s to “Girl Meets 
World” in 2014. 

After introducing Mrs. Gar¬ 
rett on “Diff’rent Strokes," 
Rae carried her over to 
“The Facts of Life” spin-off 
in 1979. The long-running 
series brought heron Emmy 
nomination, financial secu¬ 
rity and lasting friendships 
with co-stars Nancy McKe- 
on, Lisa Whelchel, Kim 
Fields and Mindy Cohn. 
(She recalls, with delight, 
visiting McKeon and her 
husband of their ranch 
near Austin, Texas, and 
having a “jammie party" 
with their daughters.) 

Rae also appeared in 
movies, with her latest 
role this year in the Meryl
